To give the reader some idea of what Altona was 
like before the era of land sub-division which brought 
with it unparalleled prosperity, we continue our jour- 
ney with our guide, the cabbie...

Our cabbié informs our 
friend that we are in 
Wyndham Shire and if we 
were game enough to con- 
tinue along the road we 
would eventually reach 
the town of that name. « 

Looking south west to! 
wards Phelps’s ‘Altona’ 





we can distinguish where 
the homestead is by the 
clump of imported trees in 


the distance. Kororoit 
Creek can be seen in the 
foreground. 


The cabman then hur- 
ries his horse and the cab 
moves south along 
Racecourse Road, We 
cross a 25.ft. wide wooden 
bridge over 300 ft. long 
built about 18 months ago 
across the creek and we 
are at the entrance to the 
famous Williamstown 
Racecourse. 


Our visitor has heard a 
great deal about this es- 
tablishment. It has been in 
existance at least 20 years 
and now ranks as one of 
the-leading race- courses in 
the colony. 

A virile racing club has 
placed many improve- 
ments on this ground, 
even now a new grand is 
being erected. If it was 
not for the periodical floo- 
ding of the creek causing 
havoc in the ground . 1. 


Just then the cabman in- 
terrupts our _ friend’s 
thoughts and points to a 
house west of where we 


‘are and informs our friend 


that this is “Seaford”, the 
home of Robert Cherry 
the Wyndham Councillor. 
His property comes right 
up to the road we are on 
and some dairy cattle 
can be. seen. 


The cab moves on to- 
wards Laverton Bay, the 
road is only a bush track 
now through scrub but 
soon we reach the bay. 
Some fishermen’s boats 


can be seen. “These,” ex- 
plains the driver, “belong 


to Williamstown people{— 


who have the owner’ per- 
mission to fish here.” 

As our friends move 
west they notice lucern 
paddocks and crops of 
oats. Sheep graze in other 
paddocks, a belt of pines 
and other foliage can be 
seen stretching away into 
the distance. 

Secon the homestead 
cames into view, a large 
stone building with 
stables and other out- 
buildings. A large garden 
surrounds the homestead 
with large trees growing 
in the area. The manager, 
Mr. W, McPherson, meets 
us and invites us in for 
afternoon tea. He tells us 
that the property of over 
2% thousand acres is di- 
vided into 13 paddocks 
and stretches almost to 
Laverton township two 
miles or so away. 


The Cherry family hold 
most of the jand north of 
this property. which, in- 
cidentally says our host is 
called ‘Altona’. A Mr. 
Leake has a farm on the 
west boundary. Messrs J. 
J. & J. L. Phelps have 
been trying to sell ‘Altona’ 
since late 1885 but so far 
without success. 


Mr. McPherson shows 
our friend around. the 
buildings including the 
beach which our friend 
thinks is quite good. Then 
bidding farewell the home- 
ward journey to William- 
stown is commenced. 

_ Little do our visitors 
realise that a new era is

LAND 
SUB-DIVISION 


The years following the 
great international Exhibi-| 
tion of 1880 signalled a 
decade of unparalleled 

in Victoria and 
Melbaurne. Miles of rail- 
ways were built at this 
time and the cable tram 


“| put in its appearance. 


Coupled with this was a 
land mania where land 
companies were formed to 
speculate on land. These 
companies would buy 
farms, sub-divide and sell 
at a profit. The buyers of 
the land would seli their 
blocks to some-one else at 
la higher price and so the 
spiral would go on. 

Some suburbs develop- 
ed during this time such 
as Newport, Yarraville, 
Essendon, Kensing- 
ton, Brunswick and Bright- 
on: a lot of others were 
put on the market decades 
ahead of their time; some’ 
are only being developed 
now. 

Melbourne was then 
Australia’s largest city; 
land millions of dollars of 
British capital flowed into 
the colony — and was in- 
vested in land. 

Altona was one of those 
places developed before 
its time but there are 
other estates also in and 
around . Altona that ap- 
peared at this time so we 
will deal with them 
order of appearance:-

Who was A. T. Clark? 
He was an enterprising 
businessman, and politi- 
cian who lived in and rep- 
resented Williamstown. 
He was born in the mid 
1840s and by the early 70s 
was in Parliament. 


He founded the 
Williamstown Advertiser 
in 1874 and also in part- 
nership with Mr. Smith 
conducted an estate agen- 
ey. He was minister for 
customs about 1880. 

When ‘the Government 
announced that a large 
railway workshops wag to 
be built at Newport in the 
mid 1880s Mr, Clark de- 
cided to develop Newport 
(at this time little more 
than a village with numer- 
ous quarries) into a resi- 
dential suburb for the 
expected inflow of people 
who were to work at the 
new works. 

This he did — parts of 
Newport’s layout today is' 
a result af A. T. Clark’s 
land company’s work. 

Seeing that the Newport 
sales were successful the 
enterprising man _ then 
looked further and bought 
the land near_ the 
racecourse already allud-
